1 . Each section of the amendment papers must be on a separate sheet of paper. 
This means that the amendments to the claims, amendments to the specification, and 
cover sheet must all be on separate sheets. 

2. It is required that all of the text of each claim as originally filed is included in the 
listing of claims. Claim 6 seems to be trying to delete the phrase "according to which 
method," when the actual text of the original claim is "according to claim 1 ." Claim 7 
uses the spelling "characterized" in a phrase seemingly to be deleted when the original 
uses the spelling "characterised." 

3. The amendments to the specification use single brackets for what appears to be 
deletion. Since brackets are not to be used for such a purpose, but double brackets are 
to be used. In addition double brackets may be used for deletion of five or fewer 
characters or for deletions that would otherwise be hard to read with a strikethrough 
(such as a "4" or a "-"). Applicant has used brackets (which must be double and not 
single) for deletion of far more than 5 characters and with terms that would be clearly 
shown with a strikethrough. 

The above issues are all outlined in the attached Office Flyer regarding non- 
compliant amendments.
